its co n sumer price in dex reached 
115.2 in mid-September, a rise o f 
two -ten ths o f 1 per cen t o v er the 
reco rd August lev el. 
This was the sev en th straight 
mo n thly in crease. 
The in dex is a co mpo site av erage 
o f retail prices paid by the Amer­ 
ican ho useho ld fo r basic go o ds an d 
serv ices as co mpared with 1947-49. 


Fo o d Prices Decline 
The bureau said a declin e in re­ 
tail f« >od prices between August 
an d September was n o t en o ugh to 
o ffset higher prices fo r all o ther 
types o f co n sumer go o ds an d serv ­ 
ices. 
Clo thin g prices were up 1 per 
cen t o v er August, ho usin g ro se 
three-ten ths o f 1 per cen t an d med­ 
ical care wen t up sev en -ten ths ef 
1 per cen t. 
Mean while fo o d dro pped three- 
ten ths o f 1 per cen t. 
The BLS n o ted that retail prices 
hav e risen gradually sin ce Febru­ 
ary. The to tal in crease in that 
time has been 1.6 per cen t. 
BLS said this has been due chief­ 
ly to in creased charges fo r v ario us 
serv ices. 
Co mmo dity prices o n the av er­ 
age, BLS said, hav e chan ged o n ly 
slightly sin ce the en d o f last year, 
while serv ice rates arc up abo ut 
3 per cen t an d ren ts mo re than 
4 per cen t.

fo rward it direct to the state de­ 
partm en t o n o r befo re Jan . 1, 1954. 
That’s all the farmer has to do 
! except that ev ery time he buys 
! an y hay fro m an autho rized dealer 
! he is required to giv e that dealer 
a receipt which bears the certifi­ 
cate n umber an d the n ame o f the 
co un ty, a statemen t o f ho w much 
hay was purchased an d at what 
price. 
Un der the relief pro gram autho r­ 
ized dealers go t the hay an d pay 
the freight o n it. When the hay 
is so ld to a farmer the dealer 
takes his bills o f ladin g, attaches 
the farmers’ receipts to them an d 
sen ds them to the Departmen t o f 
Agriculture an d, acco rdin g to Car­ 
pen ter. the dealer will 
get his 
freight mo n ey back in 48 ho urs. 
These certificates o f allo tmen t 
can n o t be tran sferred o r so ld ex­ 
cept un der certain co n ditio n s, the 
agen ts were to ld. On e o f these is 
as fo llo ws: 
If farmer A has secured a cer­ 
tificate o f allo tmen t, sells his an i­ 
mals an d disco n tin ues feedin g o f 
liv esto ck an d has so me hay left 
o v er he may sell that hay to farm­ 
er B pro v ided farmer B has, at 
the time o f the sale, a certificate 
o f allo tmen t o n which he is still 
en titled to receiv e hay, a sufficien t 
amo un t e.f hay n o t exceedin g the 
amo un t o f hay, farmer A wishes 
to sell him. In such cases the sale 
o f hay shall be repo rted to the 
co un ty exten sio n agen t who will 
make pro per n o tatio n s upo n the 
certificate o f the purchasin g farm­ 
er B. 
An o ther co n ditio n un der which 
hay purchased un der these certi­ 
ficates may be tran sferred is in the 
case where a farmer in Misso uri 
sells part o f his liv esto ck to an ­ 
o ther Misso uri farmer. 
In such 
cases the seller may legally sell 
to the purchaser o f the an imals 
such an amo un t o f hay as will 
represen t n o t mo re than two to n s 
per an imal. An d in such eases, the 
tran sfer must also be repo rted to 
the co un ty exten sio n agen t who 
must issue a certificate o f allo t­ 
men t to the purchaser co v erin g the 
amo un t o f hay so ld o r tran sferred. 
All the co un ty agen ts were issued 
supplies o f each o f the fo rms re­ 
quired un der the pro gram so that 
they co uld start wo rk o n the re­ 
lief pro gram immediattdiy. 
On e po in t was stressed. Regard­ 
less o f where the farmer is in the 
habit o f makin g his purchases he 
must get his certificate o f allo t­ 
men t in the co un ty where he leg­ 
ally resides. After he gets that he 
is at liberty to buy the hay an y­ 
where within the state he wishes 
to an d is n o t restricted to buyin g 
it in his ho me co un ty.

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Sounds of Countryside 
He That Has Ears to 
Let Him Hear 
Hear, 


By Leonard Hall 
Often we talk about tbe quiet 
of the country, and indeed, when 
we compare it with the snarling 
roar during the hours of peak traf­ 
fic in the city, the country docs 
seem a quit place. Yet when we 
catalogue the familiar sounds 
t a 
summer day on the farm, it is 
obviotc that 
the 
bucolic 
scene 
knows little of real silence. True 
enough, few of these sounds are if 
an intensity to jangle the nerves 
of any but the most neurotic: to 
anyone wrho loves the country, most 
of them are both soothing and 
beautiful. Many 
of them have, 
moreover, the nostalgic effect of 
causing us to recall far off days and 
the pleasant scenes of our child­ 
hood — the orchard, the meadow, 
the deep-tangled wild wood. 
Sometimes we wake early, be­ 
fore there is any hint of dawn, and 
look out the window to see th e , 
planet Venus hanging like a lan­ 
tern in the eastern sky. When she 
appears at her brightest, she far 
outshines Sirius, the brightest star 
—you will be rewarded by looking 
at her through a small telesco; e 
or pair of powerful field glas: s. 
For now’ Venus will appear in cre­ 
scent form, like a miniature moon, 
and many times larger than wh n 
we see her as a full planet. At 
this hour the night insects have 
largely ceased their singing and 
the silence of the countryside :s 
perhaps as complete as it ever 
becomes. Yet if there is any doubt 
that dawn w'ill soon be at hand, 
it is quickly dispelled. From one j 
farm after another in the neighbor­ 
hood. we hear the rooster.-, crowing 
a symbol of morning which is as 
old as the history of mankind. What 
name could be more descriptive 
of the proud master of the poultry 
run than chanticleer which means 
exactly what it says to sing clear? 
Down in the pasture a calf w hich 
has been tucked safely into a fence 
row to sleep while its mother takes 
advantage of the coolness to graze 
begins to bawl lustily. The cow 
answers and the calf moves toward 
her, with breakfasf in prospect. 
Then you K-ar another—and ano­ 
ther—and then in the woods along 
the bluff, there starts a sleepy 
murmuring of bird song Perhaps 
it is the first soft whistle of the 
cardinal that disturbs the yellow­ 
breasted chat; and this lusty fel­ 
low comes full awake without any 
gentle preliminaries, bursting into 


full-throated song which, if not 
exactly musical, is at least of in­ 
finite variety. 
From deeper in the woods comes 
the plaintive, questioning sigh of 
the wood pewee which is followed 
by the harsh call of a black-billed 
cuckoo. 
And 
now tho cardinal, 
which started this whole chorus 
with his first whisper, has the 
sleep out of his eyes. He stretches 
bis w in, s, Hies to the tip-top tw’ig 
of the tallest tree in the neighbor­ 
hood and greets the approaching 
sun with a ringing “Cheer, cheer, 
what cheer.’’ Look off into the east 
now, and you’ll see how swiftly the 
day 
comes. 
Clouds 
above 
the 
mountain are turning pink and 
strong rays of light streak upward 
into the skv. Down at the handlc- 
miH, the five-o’clock whistle blows, 
and a: the echo dies, if you listen 
closely you may hear the howl of 
a wolf, away over on the edge of 
the valley. A neighbor starts call­ 
ing in the milk cows in a musical 
voice and it is morning. 


All through the sunny day. there 
are a variety of sounds which are 
never absent from the summer 
scene. You hear the tractors start­ 
ing up, the steady “thump-thump’’ 
of a hay baler and the high whine 
of a chain-saw cutting timber. Hens 
sing in the poultry-runs and cack le 
themselves hoarse at the triumph 
of each egg. as if no egg had ever 
been laid before. And all day long, 
like 
a Greek 
chorus, 
all 
other 
sounds come to us against the 
background of the cicadas. The big, 


robust insects emerge from the 
earth where they have spent from 
four to 17 years as burrowing, root- 
feeding nymphs, generally crawl­ 
ing up some rough-barked tree to 
split their skin and come forth to 
dry their wings. 


The somewhat sad whirring of 
the locust is certainly a dominant 
sound of our Missouri summers. 
It begins early in the morning, 
continues unabated throughout the 
day and rises to a tremendous 
crescendo as dusk approaches. At 
this hour it drowns out all the other 
insects for a time and seems de­ 
termined to dominate even the re- 
dio which is broadcasting the day’s 
news. 
Most of our songbirds are quiet 
during the mid-day hours in sum­ 
mer. Bobwhite whistles in morning 
and evening. Our wrens can be 
heard chattering throughout the 
day, especially if old Veronica, 
the cat. is dozing anywhere in the 
yard, but confine their singing to 
the hours of dawn and dusk. Field 
and song sparrows are heard at 
these hours, but the bright little 
indigo bunting sings throughout the

spines on the dorsal and anal fins. 
The carpsucker’s general appear­ 
ance is much like the buffalo but 
it is usually smaller and more sil­ 
very. It isn’t a sucker or chub 
sucker because the body’s too deep, 
the dorsal fin too long. What is 
it? 
Well, commercial fishermen will 
tell you they are cold-water carp, 
quillback or white 
buflalo 
or 
American carp, river carp, silver 
carp. However, the name carp­ 
sucker, now widely used, is pre­ 
ferred. They are members of the 
sucker family, which includes the 


buffalo fishes, chub suckers and 
redhorse. 
Carpsuckers are little known, 
yet Missouri has four species that 
look almost alike, making identi­ 
fication difficult. They are prob­ 
ably the most abundant sucker­ 
like fish in the prairie and low­ 
land streams and are found in 
most of the state. The Commis­ 
sion’s fishery survey crews found 
two species in Lakes Taneycomo 
and 
Nor fork. One species, the 
northern carpsucker, is abundant 
in Lake of the Ozarks, and so 
plentiful they ranked fourth in 
total number of fish taken in test! 
nets from the Niangua arm. Two| 
species arc found in the Gascon­ 
ade, Meramee, Grand, Salt, Osage 
and White rivers. 


Carpsuckers inhabit both clear 
and muddy water but seem to 
prefer muddy water. They spawn 
during April or May, over mud 
bottoms in shallow waters of small 
streams or lakes, but most of the 
year chey prefer large lakes and 
large sluggish rivers. 
Carpsuckers are not selective 
feeders; swimming along the' bot­ 
tom they swallow mud, plants, 
and animals. Food studies show 
that insect larvae make up 33 
per cent of their diet, and small 
mollusks 25 per cent and vege­ 
tation eight per cent. Young carp­ 
suckers compete with young game 
fishes for food preferring small 


insects. 
As a rule, it takes four years 
for carpsuckers to reach 12 in­ 
ches and a weight of half a pound. 
They may live seven to 15 years 
and weigh seven to ten pounds. 
They’ve little economic value and, 
not readily taking a hook, furnish 
little sport. A few are taken while 
fishing for carp, mostly on worms, 
mussels and dough bait. 
Although reported in the catch, 
carpsuckers are of no great im­ 
portance to commercial fishermen. 
They sometimes are marketed as 


“white buffalo” or 
“carp” 
but 
their thin bodies, numerous bones 
and muddy flavor limits their val­ 
ue for table use. 
Fisheries 
Investigations 
show 
that, in some plaees, predatory 
fishes eat a considerable number 
of young carpsuckers.

New Record 


Seventh Straight 
M onthly Increase 
Com es in September 


WASHINGTON 
The cost of 
living, pushed upward m ainly by 
higher rents, clothing costs and 
m edical expenses, set another new 
record last month, the government 
rejxrrted today. 
The Lab- r D epartm ent’s Bureau 
of Labor Statistics announced that 
its consum er price index reached 
115.2 in mid-September, a rise of 
two-tenths of 1 per cent over the 
record August level. 
This was the seventh straight 
monthly increase. 
The index is a composite average 
of retail prices paid bv the A m er­ 
ican household for basic goods and 
services as com pared with 1947-49. 


Food Prices Decline 
The bureau said a decline in re ­ 
tail 
food prices between August 
and S eptem ber was not enough to 
offset higher prices for all other 
types ol consum er goods and serv­ 
ices. 
Clothing prices were up 1 per

August, 
housing rose 
thiee-tenths of 1 per cent and m ed­ 
ical ca re went up seven-tenths ef 
1 p er cent. 
Meanwhile food dropped three- 
tenths of l per cent.

higher rents, clothing costs and 
m edical expenses, set another new 
record last month, the governm ent 
reported today. 
The Lab* r D epartm ent’s Bureau 
of Labor Statistics announced that 
its consum er price index reached 
115.2 in mid-September, a rise of 
two-tenths of I per cent over the 
record August level. 
This was the seventh straight 
monthly increase. 
The index is a composite average 
of retail prices paid by the Am er­ 
ican household for basic goods and 
services as com pared with 1947-49 


Food Prices Decline 
The bureau said a decline in re ­ 
tail biod prices between August 
and Septem ber was not enough to 
offset higher prices for all other 
types of consumer goods and serv­ 
ices. 
Clothing prices were up I per 
cent over August, 
housing rose 
three-tenths cf I per cent and m ed­ 
ical care went up seven-tenths of 
I per cent. 
Meanwhile food dropped three- 
tenths of I per cent. 
The BLS noted that retail prices 
have risen gradually since Febru­ 
ary. The total increase in that 
tim e has been 1.6 per cent. 
BLS said this has been due chief­ 
ly to increased charges for various 
services. 
Commodity prices on the aver­ 
age. BUS said, have changed only 
slightly since the end of last year, 
while service rates are up about 
3 per cent and rents more than 
4 i>er cent.

It extends northeasterly 
about 7.3 miles to term inate at 
Commerce. The money apportioned 
for its im provem ent will bi' ex­ 
pended for needed light ditching 
operations and clearing of brush 
from ditches, to improve drainage, 
and for adding stone or gravel ma-

They are prob­ 
ably the most abundant sucker­ 
like fish in the prairie and low­ 
land streams and arc found in 
most of the state. The Commis­ 
sion’s iishery survey crews found 
two species in Lakes Taneycomo 
and 
Norfork. One species, the 
northern carpsucker, is abundant 
in Lake of the Ozarks, and so 
plentiful they ranked fourth in 
total number of fish taken in test 
nets frum the Niangua arm. Two J 
species are found in the Gascon­ 
ade, Meramec, Grand, Salt, Osage 
and White rivets. 


C arpsucker inhabit both c le a r, 
and 
m u d d y water but seem to I 
prefer muddy water. They spawn ; 
during April or May, over mud I 
bottoms in shallow waters of small I 
streams or lakes, but most of th e ! 
year th ey prefer large lakes and 
large sluggish rivers. 
Carpsuckers are not selective] 
feeders; swimming along the* b o t-! 
tom they swallow mud, plants,; 
and animals. Food studies show! 
that insect larvae make up 33! 
per cent of their diet, and small 
mollusks 25 per cent and vege-' 
tation eight per cent. Young c a rp -1 
suckers compete with young game I 
fishes for food preferring small 


insects. 
As a rule, it takes four years 
for carpsuckers to reach 12 in­ 
ches and a weight of half a pound. 
They may live seven to 15 years 
and weigh seven to ten pounds. 
They’ve little economic value and, 
not readily taking a hook, furnish 
little sport. A few are taken while 
fishing for carp, mostly on worms, 
mussels and dough bait. 
Although reported in the catch, 
carpsuckers are of no great im­ 
portance to commercial fishermen. 
They sometimes are marketed as 


“white buffalo” or 
“carp” 
but 
their thin bodies, numerous bones 
and muddy flavor limits their val­ 
ue for table use. 
Fisheries 
investigations 
show 
that, in some places, predatory 
fishes eat a considerable number 
of young carpsuckers. In other 
areas few fish seem to relish 
them. Nevertheless, they are one 
of the most numerous species in 
many of our Missouri streamy and 
lakes.
